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DETAILED ACTION

In the Claims:

Claim 13: 

- line 30, delete "bonus" before "condition" 
Claim 24: 

- lines 1-3, replace "A method comprising:" with - A method for 
operating a gaming device, the method comprising: - 

- line 29, delete "bonus" before "condition" 
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- lines 28-29, add - selection associated with the - after "overriding the" 
and before "end-bonus condition" 

Claim 26: 

- line 23, add - by the associated symbols - after "masking" and before 
"of the indicated" 

Claims Allowed 

^ Claims 1-18 & 2*28* are allowed.

Thomas et al (US 6,190,255) discloses a bonus game that comprises a plurality of 
hidden selectable awards wherein a player can use an anti-end bonus resource in 
the event the player selects an end-bonus outcome. 

Gerrard et al (US 2004/0048644) and Gauselmann (US 2005/0054414) both teach a 
shell type bonus game.
